The railroad 
commission today 


made a seemingly unimportant de- 
^ision on a spur track controversy 
t Bcloit which 
will, 
in 
reality, 


have an important effect throughout 
the state.

The decision will stand as a warn- 


ing to big business 
interests that 


while these interests may continue 
to dominate the government in local 
communities and ride rough shod 
over other people's rights that they 
must still contend with the oppor- 
tunities that the little fellow has to 
get justice here at Madison. 


Beloit is a city that is controlled 


by the 'big. industrial interests. 
Among these big firms is the Beloit 
Iron Works. The Beloit Iron Works 
made big profits during the war and 
has been a big and profitable busi- 
ness. 
. The Beloit Jron Works for some 
time has been annoyed by the fact 
that their neighbor, The Thompson, 
Plow and Engine works, has had a 
spur track to its plant near the 
property of the Beloit Iron Works. 
Recently, in the dead of night, the 
Beloit Iron Works caused the North- 
western road to bring in a crew and 
the track was summarily torn up by 
the 
time 
thji 
Thompson people 


arrived at their plant'in the morn- 
ing. 


The Thompsons immediately pro- 


tested to the railroad without avail. 
They then made a complaint to the 
railroad 
commission..- 
The 
affair 


seemed such a high handed proceed- 
ing that the commission immediate- 
ly, ordered representatives of the 
Northwestern road to Madison to 
appear before 
the commission 
at 


once. An array of five attorneys 
appeared. The Thompsons were rep- 
resented by Alfred T. Rogers- At 
the hearing the 
members ' of 
the 


commission plainly showed their 
displeasure and disapproval of 
the 


methods that had been taken 
in 


tearing up the tracks 


The railroad 
commission today 


ordered the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad to rebuild the 
spur

Mrs. Delmont 
was -the 'companion of Miss Rappe at 
the' party in; the Arbuckle . suite, at 
vhich the girl'.is.'said to have suf- 
fered fatal injuries.

The plan called for Mrs. Delmont 


o take the witness stand after Dr. 
4.rthu£''.Beardslee;- house physician 
it the St.'Francis; and Al Sernjiacher 
:f Los Angeles,-MisB:Ra"ppe's busi-' 
ness manager. Semnacher, it was 
announced last night,-would be ask- 
d to testify as defense witness, Ar- 
juckle's attorney-assaying that im- 
portant details hkd been' overlooked 
n his testimony: 
Semnacher had 


leen.called as a prosecution witness 
iut the prosecution repudiated him. 


Dr. Beardslee attended .Miss Rap- 


ie after she had been taken ill, and. 
.ccording to Dist.' Atty. Matthew 
Srady, his testimony is considered 
mportant to the state as showing 
hat Miss Rappe was apparently in- 
ured internally when the first med- 
cal treatment was given. . Brady 
said last night: 


"We are satisfied -with the prog- 
ress made in the Arbuckle case, I 
wish to impress upon the public, the 
fact that we are 
not trying to 


'hound' any man or attempt to force 
a conviction of a person 
on any 


charge. All we are trying to. do in 
this case is to get the truth and 
punish those responsible 
for Miss 


Rappe's death." 


The screen comedian is spending 


his sixteenth d»y as a prisoner in 
the Hall of Justice, where he has 
been held since his arrest on charg- 
es in connection with the death of 
Miss Rappc. 


John A. Johnson, 
self-confessed 


murderer of little Anna Lemberger. 
who was killed 10 years ago, arrived 
in Madison over the Milwaukee road 
at 12;50 this afternoon from Wau- 
pun, where he has been serving a 
life sentence. Tomorrow with the 
aid of his attorneys, 0. A. Stolen 
and Judge Henry Casson, he will 
attempt to convince Court Commis- 
sioner Rufus B. Smith, appointed by 
Gov. 
John -J. Blaine to judge the 


case, that he is innocent. 


Johnson was accompanied to Mad- 


ison -by a prison guard. He was not 
handcuffed on his trip to the Capital 
City via. Milwaukee. He seemed 
composed, and occasionally an inti- 
mation of a smile crept over his 
face as he' neared the scene of the 
pardon hearing which he is confi- 
dent^will result in his freedom. 


Slightly bent he is, after, 'serving 


ten long weary years -behind the 
grey walls of 
Waupun 
prison to 


which he was committed a decade 
ago. He is 52 years old now, though 
he looks to be at least 15 years old- 
er. 
When he arrived in Madison 


today-he was clad in a suit of bluish 
tint and wore new tan-colored shoes 
He was clean-shaved. 


Johnson was immediately taken to 
ie county jail, where only his fam- 
ily and officials and attorneys! in 
the case were allowed ;to visit him 
This, order, was issued by Gov. Blaine 
in an .attempt to keep away all cur- 
iosity seekers who have ro legiti- 
mate business with 
Joh:ison. He

WASHINGTON — The National 


Unemployment 
conference, which 


the administration hopes will evolve 
with the means of putting the na- 
tion's involuntary idle back to work, 
was formerly opened here today by 
Pres. Harding. . 


Addressing.. the half hundred in- 


dustrial, economic and labor. leaders 
comprising the conference the pres- 
ident described the present indus- 
triad depression as "a war inheri- 
tance throughout the world" 
for 


which as applied to the U. S. he add- 
ed he "would have little enthusiasm 
for any proposed relief which seeks 
either palliation or tonic from the 
public treasury." 


Belief was expressed by the pres- 


ident that the results of the confer- 
ence would 'be beyond the border* oi 
the U. S. and that the delegates in • 
their deliberations would be per- 
forming a "service to the world." 


"Fundamentally sound, financially 


strong, 
in3ustrially 
unimpaired, 


commercially consistent and politi- 
cally unafraid," the president 
as- 


serted "there ought to be work foi 
everybody in the U. S. who choosa 
to work, and our condition at home 
and our place in the world depends 
on everybody going to work 
and 


pursuing it with that patriotism and 
devotion which make for a fortunate 
and happy people." 
1 The president declared that "thf 
open, sure, and onward-way" to rid 
the nation of the war's aftermath oi 
depression involved "liquidation, re- 
organization, readjustment, reestab- 
lishment, taking account of- thing; 
done, and sober contemplation 
oi 


things to be done." Any other way. 
he added, was only hugging a delu- 
sion.' • 


The delegates were told by' Mr. 


Harding that they had not been in- 
vited into the conference "to solve 
the long contioverted problems of 
our social system" and that Secre- 
tary Hoover, whom he had designat- 
ed as chairman of the 
conference 


would lay before them the program 
of the discussions,

The president added: 
"The .industrial depression . we 


are feeling is a 
war 
inheritance 


throughout the-world. We saw hu- 
manity stressed in that production 
which is impelled by nations des- 
perate in self preservation. 
From 


such a test there is inevitable re- 
action. 
With the world involved 


there, is no escape for any of the 
world from the valleys of depres-- 
sion. Though we suffered less than 
many of those with whom we were 
associated and less than 
any of 


those against whom we contended,"' 
it was inevitable that we experi- 
ence the fever's aftermath and come 
to know depression 'before we could 
become normal again.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The na- 


tional woman's party announced to- 
iJay the completion of preparations 
for a campaign to obtain national 
and state legislation removing po- 
litical, civil, .-and legal discrimina- 
tion against women. 


A proposed equal rights -amend- 


ment to the federal constitution has 
beer; drafted by counsel for

woman's party and will be intro- 
duced in the senate by Sen. Curtis, 
Kansas, and in the house by Mr.

faced country boy in homespun, as 
it were, diffident and shy-eyed, he 
gave small hint of the stir he was 
ixion to" make. The fraternities die 
not rush him,—then,—and the mem- 
bership committee of the Athen 
ean literary society half-apolo-getic- 
ally reported favorably on his 'ap- 
plication for 
membership. 
In a 


year he was one of the ablest de- 
bators in the society. In the class- 
rooms he soon astonished his .pro- 
fessors in German by showing that 
he had read many af the master- 
pieces given in that course 
and 


could rehearse them from memory. 
In history it was the same, and he 
had already "eaten up" much jf 
the best in English literature. 


Cochems was not an unusual stu- 


dent in that he was a grind, or 
made the best recitations or wrote 
thu best examination papers. 
He 


had too many irons in the fire for 
that. He became a leader in a score 
of directions and wherever he went 
he dazzled and charmed everyoni 
and shook up the old bones of tra- 
dition. 
He became as remarkable 


an athlete as a student and'attain- 
ed the dual distinction 
of becom- 


ing simultaneously a. great foot- 
ball star and a joint debater, at a 
period when to be chosen a closer 
in the joint debate was recognized 
as the highest scholastic distinc- 
tion. He was petted and -courted 
on the athletic field and 
had to 


struggle against being monopolized 
by its partisans. 


Cochems had the remarkable fac- 


ulty of being able to get the essen- 
tial thing with one reading of a 
lesson or article. He could go into 
a library for a few hours and load 
up his mind with more debate ma- 
terial than most students could as- 
similate in a week, and, what was 
more, he could use it with powerful 
affect. 
He was a rapid fire talker, 


intense, passionate, fascinating, yet 
oiie who could unliiuber the heavi- 
est of artillery. 


Cochems early became one of the 


trusted lieutenants of La Follette. 
It was about the time of Cochems' 
graduate that t'h present senator 
entered upon the remarkable cn- 
si'de which was to eventually make 
over the state. It is not generally 
known, but much of the early thun- 
der of the new leader was furnis.n- 
ed by Cochems. W_hen La Follette 
needed something in a hurry, on

analysis of Prc-gressivigm, for in- 
stance, some inass of statistics, or 
some compilation of election laws 
of other states, he would call "Upon 
Cochems to "busy himself" in the 
library and provide it as soon as 
possible. 
Perhaps it is 
not too 


much to say that out of this service 
done by Cochems and others grew 
the idea of the legislative reference 
library, which La Follette 
estab- 


lished as soon as he became govern- 
r. 
Entering upon the practice of law 


in Milwaukee, Cochems quickly be- 
came a power in the politics of the 
state. He. was one of the heavy 
hitters in the reform camp and on 
none of his lieutenants did La Fol- 
lette lean with more 
confidence. 


Thus three weeks before the close 
of the memorable campaign of 1904 
Gov. La Follette sent him the fol- 
lowing appeal: 


"My Dear Henry: 
"If I did not thinJ: the situa- 


tion demanded it, I should not 
write you this letter. The time 
has come when you must take 
the stump. I can go on at the 
same pace to the end of the cam- 
paign, but that is not enough. 
There is no one else with whom 
I can divide the work of this 
character except yourself, and 
for you longer to remain at a 
< 


desk, doing such work as any 
one of fifty other men whom I 
might name, can as well do, x 
out of the question. You must 
come with me and bear the 
brunt of this fight from now on, 
I ask it, and make a personal 
matter of :.t, and I know you 
will not fail me. There lis no 
need for me to enter into an ex- 
tended discussion of this matter 
•with you. I need you as my 
second, and there is r.o other one 
to take the place. 
To you I 


need make no suggestion of the 
tremendous significance of this 
campaign. Your future is bound 
up with .mine, whether you will 
or not 


"We must pat yon into the 


thick of the fight in ' places 
where the situation is crucial, 
and where I cannot go. Faith- 
fully yours, Robert M. La Fol- 
lette." 
Yet in a sense Cochc-ms wag him- 


self politically unfortunate. 
Twice 


le came within a few votes of being 
nominated for congress when nom- 
ination would have mear.t election, 
ar.d the sad and unfortunate fact 
was that in each instance he might 
have won the nomination had he not 
generously deferred to the larger 
general interests of the whole cause 
or the fancied fears of colleagues 
less deserving and who profited by 
his generosity. 
Of'Course it is idle 


to speculate upon what Cochems 
might or .might .not have done in 
Washington, 'but the temptation to 
!o so is great. 


Cochems was one of . those rare 


spirits at whose cradle the nurses 
:onspire. He had in the first place 
wonderful 
physique 
and 
manly 


beauty. He likewise had a wonder- 
ful mind, alert, facile, profound, as- 
similative. 
He also had the rare 


gift of personality, he had the hon- 
eyed gift of eloquence. In addition 
he had a great heart and the capa-

men to him lastly it

be forgotten that he had high ideals- 
and unflinching courage in fighting 
for them. With all these and other 
gifts went certain weaknesses that 
brought thetn into stronger relief.

By tonight scarcely any tobacco 


will be left standing in the field;'all 
of it wall -have been shedded. Many 
fields were. somewhat over ripe but 
no damage resulted on that account. 
No contracting of 1921 
has 
been 


done as far as can be learned. Some 
odds and ends of 1920 goods have 
been acquired by 0. H. Holtan at 
Stoughton and by Edgerton dealers 
for stemming purposes. As to the 
market there is nothing to report. 
Says 'The New York Tobacco 'Leaf: 
The next feature of interest in the 
market will be the 1920 Wisconsin, 
sampling of yhich is now in pro- 
gress ' and which will be offered by 
the majority of houses the latter 
part of th:'E month. The tobacco is 
said to be unusually sound and of 
exceptional yielding quality and gen- 
eral character. 
The supply is very 


limited, due to the fact that so large 
a percentage of the binder portion 
of the crop went directly into the 
hands of the large manufacturers, 
the packers .in the majority of in- 
stances having, confined their pur- 
chases to a little more than a third 
of the:ir normal requirements. 
In 


view of the binder shortage, both 
of Connecticut and Wisconsin, it is 
assumed that the sojourn of this 
commodity in the market will be a 
brief one. 


Every -plant of the 1921 crop in 


Connecticut Valley is 
now safely 


housed and curing satisfactorily. A 
report comes from westernMassach- 
usetts that from three to five crops 
has been purchased by C. H. Spitz- 
ner & Son of New York, at prices 
ranging from 23 to 35 cents. An- 
other 
similar report comes from 


Suffieid that a few crops of Havana 
have been purchased. 
As far as is 


known, this is the first and old field 
buying reported this season in the 
tobacco districts here. Growers do 
hot anticipate any general buying, 
however, before the bulk of the crop 
is in the -bundle, and that will be 
about tjie middle of November. •
